Chriſt;amd that they are all of an Aztichriftias ſpYrit that oppoſe it:zwhich 
words favour ſo much of that ſpirit of dominarion and Antichriſtiani/me, 
which he condemns in others, as that I wonder M Brrton 1s fo blinde 
asnot toſce it, But I perceive by this very paſſzge, that let the Presby- 
terian Minifters meet never fo often to humble themſelves by prayer and 
faſting for their former conformity ( as they have often done } yer, if 
they will not turn /ndzpendents they muſt Rill beaccounted amongſt the 
number of thoſz, that as M, Barton faith, pag.

Secondly,After my comming to Londonat the beginning of this Par- 
liament I was one of theſe that did joyn in making Smedtymanue, which 
was the firſt deadly blow to Epicopacy in England of late years, 

Thirdly, My houſe was a receptacle for godly Miniſters in the worſt 
of times 3 here was the Remorſirance framed againſt the'P relates : here 
wereall mectmgs. I wasthefrſt that openly before a (ommitree of Pay- 
liament did defend that our B:/ops were not only'not an Order diſtin& 
from Preſbyters, but that in Scripture a Biſhop and Preſbytey were all 
one. I bluſh to ſp2ak of theſe things, but the judicious Reader will con-= 
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ſider how I am provoked toit, and will pardon me. The Lord know- 
cth I did theſe things to make reparation to-the Church of God, for what 
wrong 1 had done Her. For my conſcience was at laſt fully fatisfed, 
that the bringing in of thoſe innovations was but a ſhoing-horn to draw 
in, if not the Pope, yet Popery, and it was the grief of my foul that I 
had had the lcaſt hand in uſheriag neither the ane or the other. 

But what is all this, as long as I turn not Independent ? This will not 
ſatisfic M, Burzon. And therefore he brings that place, Ezek, 43.10,11. 
If they be aſhamed for all thrir iniquities, then ſhew them the patern of the houſe. 
But may we not be aſhamed of our iniquitics, and yet continue to hold 
the diſcipline of the reformed Churches? Hath God hrwed the patern of 
his homſe to none of the reformed (, hurches in Geneva, France, Scotland, 8&c? 
This is a bold aflertion : malt we comply with M. Parton in bis Model 
( which I perceive by what is' in his book, is farre dittcrent from the 
judgements of his brethren) or clſs we (hall never ſee the patern of 
Gods houſe ? But What Will M.Burton ſay to thoſe Preſbyterian Ming - 
frers that never conformed either to the old or new Ceremonies of the Prelates ?

But M.ZB#rten gocth on to caſt abroad his wilde-fire, and addeth, 
That all the Reformation here and there pretended to be fet = P ariſhes, hath 
rather Camel like received it'1 form from the faſhion of the times, then from 
areall, intrinſecal change wrou: ht in the heart by the Spirit of Chriſt The beſt 
way of anſwering this pafſige would be to rake a little,and but a little in 
M. #Bxrt0n: dung hill, and to beſtrew him with two or three of his own

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Reformation, but what ends in ſeparation, And why may we not glo- 
ry 18 our new Reformation, which in ſome places hath as much 
Scripture puritie, as the beſt of theirs, and is joyned with unity alto} 
which theirs want ? And what is M.Bmurtons Church,*and his new 
Reformation, that it muſt lift vp it {-lf above all other Churches, 
and other R<formations? If I may believe reports , there arc diviſi- 
ens not a few aino:y hs peoples and-----But I muſt not believe re- 
ports : yet notwithitanding, if M. Burton takes leave in a bitter 
manner to {iy, pag.13. Doth he not bewray his groſſe or witfull 5gna« 
Fance , if not inſolence, in aiking what defilements are ſtil in their 
Churches ? I hope he will give me leave in a milde manner to de- 
mand of him, whether there be no defilements in his (hurch ? And 
whether his Church be purified according ro the purification of the 
Santtuary ? And whether, it a Church be not puriticd in every 
thing according to the purification of the SanRuary , a man cannot 
with the comfort of a good eonfcience communicate in that 
Church ? for ſo he ſeemes to ſay, pag, 23, which is a Doarine, as 
farre trom 1741h, as it is from peace and wnitic, As for the Services 
Book, let M.Barton know, that at a mecting at my bouſe, it was 
reſolved by above a bundred Miniſters, after a long debate upon di* 
yers weighty conſiderations, that all that conld in their judgements 
ſubmit to the reading of ſome part of it, (ſhould be 11.treatcd for a 
while to continue ſo to doe, To this cur difſ-nting Brethren, then 
preſent did agree, and one of them made a ſpeech ro manifeſt his 
concordance, This is enough to give aby man fatisfaRion for the 
late laying cf it down. And if M. Burton meanes that Alderman. 
bury was among the laſt that held up the Service Book, he is' ex- 
ceedingly miſtaken inthis; as he is in many other things, as hundreds 
can witneſſc for me, 

An1 thus 1 have eni1zavoure4toanſwcr fo much of the book, as re- 
lates to my former life and converſation. As for my arſwer to the c» - 
ther particulars, which amounteth to another ſheer, 1 will condemn ic 
to perpetual filence; and the rather, becauſe as Jacobs cattell by looking 
upon the rods, when they did conceive, brought forth cattell Speckled and 
Foned, Gen.30,41. So my fear is,leſt by ccnverſing too much with his 
bitter toveRtives, I ſhould alfo bring forth as angry a Pampblet as his is, 
contrary to my germ, and naturall temper, For as the Painter engra- 
ved his name fo artificially into the piture of Minirva, that whoſoever 
ſhould undertake to deface his —_—_ ſhould be forced to deface the 
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oddeſſc allo : So hath M, Burton fo interlaced and interwoven his 
coffing and railing ſpeeches thorowout his whole book, that it is im- 
poſſible to anſwer ore, but I ſhall be neceſſitated to anſwer the other 
alſo, which will ill become a Presbyterian, nor well become an Tnde- 
pendent ; and therefore I draw a vail over the reſt, Oaly I will put 
M. Bxr:0n 1n minde of a ſaying that Hierom relates of D omitizas an Ora- 
tour, (nr ego te, inquit, habeam ut principem, cunt tw me non habeas ut 
Senatorcm ? It he exocas that I (Fould account him as a Brother, and as 
an elder Brother, let him not account me as an Heathen, and as 2 Pak 
lican ; let him not fo bitterly inveigh againſt oar Aſſemblies, if he looks 
to preach in cur Afemblics, And ithe would be accounted as a Confs/- 
ſour and Martyr, 1ct bim not expoſe my good name to Martyrdome, 
and therc in make mca Aſartyr, and himſclt a Perſecutowy : For it will 

alw.44es be accounted as great a perſecution to be branded in oxy 

good names, and ſtigmanzed tor [dvlaters and time-ſervecs, exc, 
to all poltcrity by M. Bartons pen, as to be pillored 
and /oſe owr cars by ati Epiſcopal hand.
